death. So they fentfor Jofeph, to comeandfe 
his father, before he died. Jofeph took his 
fons, Ephraim and Manaffeh, with him, 
went to take his laft farewell of a dying parent. 
When Jacob faw him, he faid, “ Once 
1 fliould never fee thy face anymore, butbeboil 
God hath preferved my life till I have feeh 
thy children. ” 

Jofeph then brought his two fons near 
father, that he might lay his hands upon them 
and blefs them. And he put Manaffeh at 
fcob’s right-hand, and Ephraim at his left- 
becaufe Manaffeh was the elded. But 
eroded his hands, and laid his right- 'an ^ 
Ephraim, and his left-hand upon Martafleh ; 
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t . . that the family of Ephraim fhoujd 
®ore honourable than that of 

Manaffeh. 

■to this, Jacob called all his fons together 
Meffed them; and foretold, what fliould 
pafs concerning their refpeftive families. 
j»d (hen he died in peace, and went to heaven, 

...good men reft from all the evils which at- 
tend them in this mortal ftate. 

When Jacob was dead, his fons, by the permif- 
Ion of Pharaoh, took chariots and horfemen, 
carried his body into Canaan, his native 
, and buried him there. This funeral was 
wlu&ed with great magnificence, and an al- 
Boft univerfal mourning took place for old Ja- 
cob. Thus good men are beloved in their lives, 
regretted at death ! Some time after this
